For many centuries, the command to go into all 
the world and preach the Gospel to every creature, 
Was treated by most of the church, as though ite 
eerved the dead more than the living. Now that or- 
der given by Paul, in 1. 16; 1, 2, requiring every one 
to lay by every Sabbath according to bis alulity for 
charitable uses, is by most treated in the same way. 
It is but here and there one who feels himself bound 
to act under this rule. And why should it be so?
